E* any. either aa counsel or as stock- 
olders. The crowded state of our 
columns this morning forbids any- 
thing more than the mere i)assing 
notice of this meeting and the muni- 
' festations of Mr. Keely's apparently 
startling power. Whether this power 
is exerted, as he claims it to be, upon 
certain hitherto unknown and unde- 
veloped forces of nature, or wliother 
it is to be found cleverly concealed 
under the tricks of the charlatan in 
5 dhe consummate ingenuity of the me- 
Ishohical engineer, it is not the prov- 
ince of the writer to spef ulate upon. 
But certain it is that Mr. Kcdy show- 
ed to the satisfaction of all that he had 
the power of producing in a few mo- 
ments and out of the simplest flcments 
a very consideralilo cla.Ttii; force, so 
great indeed, that being applied to a 
Urge lever heavily weighted the un- 
precedented pressure of 1,750 ])ounds 
to the square inch was indicated by 
the gauge. But as this force was not 
continuous in its action, as was shown 
.■^hy the fact of the gauge declining 
''from 1,750 pounds to 500 in half an 
hour, the suggestion was signilieantiy 
■ made by one of the British Naval 
officers that possibly this force could 
not bo made constant, and therefore 
could not he calculatetl to do actual 
"work." To be sure Mr. Keely ans- 
wers that as soon as he gets his new 
jinacbine, the last piece of which is 
(!|)romised by the lOth inst., he will bo 
enabled to renew this mysterious and 
enormous power, and, iiuloed increase 
it forty-fold if necessary; but this as- 
surance rests for its fultilmeut on the 
^future, and until that conies with its 
fruition or its failnro it would be Ijcst 
to suspend public judgment and say 
nothing which would tend eilhoi- to 
dopricato or euhunce the merits of the 
"Kooly Motor." In couvorsalion 
last evening Admiral Wellesley (who, 
by the way, is a grand nephew of "the 
Iron Duke") and Captain Gore Jones 
declined to express any opinion, "fur 
tho simple reason that wo know noth- 
ing about. Wo simply see certain re- 
Bulta and are uuabio to account fur 
their mode of production, but we eon- 
feStt that thus far tho practical useful- 
ness of tho invention rests in the do- 
main of the ideal." U'hat which must 
impressed tho Admiral was lliis alisonce 
of any evidence thai the iin\v( r <'(jiild 
be made couslant and <'unlinuou3. 

' Common Stucooi.s. — I'^ducation, re- 
marks the "Spectator," does not jiro- 
ceed oven now at air,- violent jiace. 
From the recent rcptirt drav/n up liy 
tho Inspectors of .Sciiool-i, it a|)pcar-i 
that about sixty jjor cent, of the child 
xen presented within tho last year fur 
examination have acquitted tliem- 
solves creditably. Riiadiiig, tho in- 
apcotors say, is tho weak point in most 
schools, in Hampshire and Dorset- 
Hhiro, "good reading, distinct, iiitid- 
ligent, and oxprossivo, is not often 
met with." "Manuals of elocution," 
'also, one inspector complains, "aro 
not habitually used." (When, wo 
wonder, was a manual of elocution of 
any service to any human creature ?) 
JPerhops, if the onse bo uo worse than 



this, wo need not despond; it would be 
hard, we fancy, to find, even in the 
highest grade ^ public schools, any 
superllnity of "distinct, intelligent 
and expressive reading." Tho real 
cause of this failing is, we suspect, as 
the inspector for East Lancashire sa} s, 
that "boys are too bashful to show oil 
their powers of acting or elocution 
before thoir companions; nevertheless, 
it is gratifying to learn that they some- 
times Ixicome eloquent under tho 
soothing iuHuouce of a private inter- 
view. The girls, the same gentlemen 
remarks, are, as might hlave been ex- 
pected, more gushing. The spelling 
appears to be, as a rule, better than 
either the reading or writing. Wo 
are not, however, surprised to tind 
that in East Kent "homo pronuncia- 
tion" has seriously retarded the pro- 
gress of the children in this branch of 
t heir studios. With regard to arith- 
metic, IIk; inspectors complain that 
tho children [jrefer to resort to any 
hmg and laborious calculation rather 
than oinploy their reasoning faculties. 
The same roluetanco unfurtunatoly 
crops up in reading as well as in arith- 
metic, notably in Dovnushire, wiiero a 
small urchin considered that tlie 
standards under which troops march 
to battle are "daily papers."

~ The Premier on the Pacific 



[Toronto Qlobii, Oct. 16.1 

The Premier in his speech at Sarnia 
brought out veiy clearly ihe difficul 
ties he and his colleagues had inherit- 
ed from their predecessors iu regard 
to the Pacific Railway, and the buc- 
oesB which has attoudod thg endeav- 
ors of his Govern luont to carry out the 
terms made with British Columbia so 
far as this conld be acoomplished 
'without diaastrous nonsequences to 
the dominion.' Of the imbecility and 
incoaoeivable rashness of the oiigiual 
bargain, one fact mentioned by Mr. 
Mftokenzio nfi'ords a striking illustra- 
tion. The Government of Sir John A, 
Macdonald pledged the good faith of 
Canada to complete the road from 
Nipissing to the Pacific in ten years. 
Later on they proceeded to increase 
their actual ti'eaty obligations by iixing 
upon Esquimau as the terminuB, 
although that involved in effect the 
construction of two hundred and fifty 
miles more railway than they were ac- 
tually bound by the terms of the bar- 
gain to build. ' At the present moment 
four years out of the ten have expired. 
In six years, then, from now the 
Canadian Pacific Railway ought to 
have been completed and in operation. 
No one will pretend to deny that the 
late Government pressed forward the 
surveys as rapidly as practicable. 
These preliminary operations ware 
quite unconnected vritb the success or 
failure of the contracting company. 
They were a simple matter of depart- 
mental arrangement conducted by the 
Government Eugineer-in-Chief, ^vith 
means voted by Parliament without 
stint or limitation. Since Mr. Mac- 
kenzie came into office the same work 
has been going forward with even re- 
doubled energy. There have been nt 
cue time in British Columbia no less 
than three hundred and fifty men, 
with the most complete outfit and ap- 
pliances of every description, engaged 
in trying to find a suitable location for 
the road through that Province. Yet, 
up to this hour, such are the difficul- 
ties besetting the task of location, 
that it has been found impossible 
definitely to determine which route 
should be adopted in the ge.neral in- 
terest of the undertaking and of the 
country. 

From Fort Edmonton, on the east- 
ern slope of the Piocky Mountains, to 
the Pacific waters at Waddington 
Harbour on Bute Inlet — the line con- 
templated by the Macdonald Govern- 
ment — the distance as given by Mr. 
Sandford Fleming, is stated to be, 
according to the route taken, in one 
case 80G, in another 846, and in a 
third 872 miles, the configuration of 
the country being such that a longer 
distance may, in the end, be found 
more practicable afld more economical 
than a shorter one. To either of these 
ixieasurements must be added another 
250 miles, the length of the originally 
intended line from Waddington Har- 
bour to Esquimau, making, say, in 
round figures, 1,050 miles at the very 
least of the most tremendous system 
of railway engineering in the world. 
Supposing the line were located and 
the last contract let for its construction 
to-day, less than six yeara would 
remain under the original bargain for 
its accompliahmeut. Yet this road is 
through a region where every labour- 
er and every scrap of material or sup- 
plies must be imported for immense 
distances. We are just finishing the 
construction of another Government 
work— the Intercolonial Railway. That 
is some 500 miles in length; it has 
presented few considerable difficulties 
to the skill of the engineers; it has 
been built by the Government, with 
the mo.st ample resources at command; 
it lies near to the sea, in a country 
inoro or less j^eoplod and within reach 
of everything required for its construc- 
tion. But this road faa^ been at least 
six years under actual construction ; or 
with only half the distance of the for- 
midable work in British Columbia, 
just as long as would remain for the 
completion of llio latter if any ouo 
could at this moment deoide upon its 
location. Well may lUr. Mackenzie 
say that as he becomes better and bet- 
ter acquainted with the magnitude of 
the task before him, ho wonders more 
at the inconceivable madness of the 
men who inado the first terms with 
British Columbia. And who in the name 
of common sense would ever trust 
such lunatics again with the good 
fa'th, honour, and interests of Canada, 
even if they had not already betrayed 
a guilty method in their madness? 

That the exercise of the utmost cau- 
tion in the location of the road is not 
only a matter of simple propriety, but 
also a paramount obligation, is proved 
by the blunder made originally in re- 
gard to llio location of the Intercolo- 
nial. No doubt if Mr Mackenzie wore 
willing to follow his predecessors' 
example, and "throw eight millions 
of dollars into the sea" hy locating 
the Canadian Pacific to meet personal 
and political exigencies, he could buy 
flumo votes with it. But, happily for 
(Janada, that syfitoni of corrujition and 
Tjolitical debauchery no longer jjro- 
vttils, and wo have, consequently, on 
the one hand the utmost care and cir- 
oumepection, and on the other, whore 
the u'liyi.s plain, every proof of onor<(y 
and progre.s.s. W'hilu the pecuhar 
dinicultii'ii besetting the work in Brit- 
ish Columbia liro being, as far as poa- 
flible, provided against, the first object 
embraced in the present Government 
£(!lieui«, namely, to obtaia ready auoeas i 



to Fort Garry, will, before rery long, 

bo an accomplished fact. So rapidly 
has the work gone forward that Mr. 
Mackenzie hopes before next session is 
over to have 150 miles of railroad con- 
strt^pted-b^eitiveeu B^dBj^ler and Lake 
Supeinprl The intervening '"'distances 
will be covered by water communica- 
tions interrupted by portages) but 
with a comparatively small outky 
these obstructions will be to a 
great extent overcome. From the 
moment then that the 150 miles re- 
ferred to are finished, the journey to. 
Manitoba from Ontario will bo easy 
of accomplishment, and a pleasant 
trip will bo substitutod^fo^^^a.lab^orious 
and toilsome enterprise. From t^at 
moment, too, using Mr, Mackenzie's 
own words, "we shall avoid the pre- 
sent humilitation of having to send 
our people and produce through the 
United States." We commend thin 
portion of Mr. Mackenzie's speech to 
the especial attention pf . Dr. Tupper 
and those Conservative organs that 
have been charging Mr. Mackenzie 
with shaping his Pacific Railway policy 
with the solo object of benefitting an 
American Railway Company, 

But not only is the Canadian Paci- 
fic — wherever practicable— being press- 
ed forward rapidly, but it is being 
constructed cheaply, having due re- 
gard to its location and all the sur 
rounding circumstances. When Mr. 
Mackenzie spoaks of the reduced cost 
of steel rails, ho will, of course.be told 
that times have been favorahle. But 
the tinies aro generally more or less 
favorable to those who are vigilant in 
taking advantage of them. Wo notic- 
ed rocently that Mr. Mackenzie had 
purchased stoel rails at a cost not ex- 
ceeding the price paid for the ordina- 
ty iron Jails a short, time previously. 
On Monday he went into some details 
on this point. A part of the Govern- 
ment purchase of steel rails wore de- 
livered at a little under £11 sterling 
per ton. Thoy were then forwarded 
to Duluth and Thunder Bay for §5 per 
ton. From Duluth to Red River, the 
most difflciilt'pa'rt'of the journey, the 
cost was §15 per ton, making altoge- 
ther 375 per ton, or ten dollars pei-ton less 
than the late Qovernment had paid for steel 
rails delivered to their order in jVeio liruns- 
wick. But then Mr. Maokenzia wont about 
the steel rail business in ■ a business- 
like manner. Ho did not leave sqme 
subordinate to act purely according to 
his own discretion in a matter involv- 
ing an outlay of- hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds. , ^e did. not act on 
the principle of Urotlfer-in-lEw Num- 
ber One giving a roving commission to 
brother-in-law Number Two to buy 
half a million dollars' worth of steel 
rails just where and at what price ho 
pleased, trusting that if any questions 
were asked brother-in-law Number 
Three would make it all right at head- 
quarters. There was a time when 
such a system as this was in full blast, 
and not long since either, the result 
being that the Government of Canada 
was paying moie for steel rails de- 
livered at Halifax or St. John than 
the Grand Trunk Company were pay- 
ing at the same time for stoel rails at 
Montreal. Now, under the new and 
healthier regime, we liud steel rails ac- 
tually delivered at Red River, four- 
teen hundred miles further; aiid over 
a route part of which is exceptionally 
costly, for ten dollars less per ton than 
the same goods were delivered to the 
Macdonald Government at St. John, 
in New Brunswick. With so stup..n- 
dous a work in hand as the Canadian 
Pacific, it is reassuring to find such 
evidences of a shrewd management at 
the outset. 

Another topic touched upon by Mr. 
Mackenzie, of no little interest in this 
connection, was the saving he has ef- 
fected in the working expenses of the 
public works in actual operation, and 
chargeable to revenue account. It 
will bo recollected that in his Budget 
speeches, as well as iu his late address 
to his conatituents, the Finance Minis- 
ter alluded specially to the e£fortB be- 
ing made by the Premier to curtail 
this branch of expenditure. The fact 
stated by Mr. Mackenzie of no less 
than $4G,000 being spent on the most 
productive portion of the Intercoloni- 
al Railway in ei^'ht uiontlis iu order to 
earn $18, 000, shows the imperative ne- 
cessity for the closest vigilance on the 
part of the Department, and the re- 
duction of §300,000 already eflfected 
proves that the pruning knife has 
been used pretty freely. Tiio dis- 
closures, however, that have from 
time to time taken place respecting 
the perfectly reckless and haphazard 
fashion in which stores and materials 
of all kinds were formerly purchased; 
of the subordination of everything to 
political exigencies; and of the deraor- 
alizatiou and laxity uf discipline 
such a system engendered, have 
brought to light the prolific sources of 
waste and extravagance.

In England, formerly, 
when some too alarming innovation on 
the existing state of things was prevent- 
ed by the action of the Peers, people 
were wont to exclaim, "Thank heaven 
wo have a house of Lords!" In like 
fashion, now that prudence, energy, 
and fidelity have succeeded to reckless- 
ness, waste, and i^rodigality, Canadian h 
may, without impropriety, ejaculate, 
"Thank heaven wo have common 
sense and honesty at the head of the 
Public Works Department I"

Manly, who is a practical minor, reports 
that the indications of the country aro 
favorable for both gold and silver. Owing 
to high water he was unable to get to tho 
place where tho specimens of supposed 
valuable rock, mentioned by this journal 
some time since, were found. — Nanaiino 
Free Prf:t.^.
